Sainsbury’s protesters 
will continue battle 
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Ban lifted 


RETAILERS have slam¬ 
med Newmarket Town 
Council for backing plans 
for a new Tesco super¬ 
store. 

Councillors voted not to 
oppose the supermarket’s 
bid to build a new 9,870sqm 
store in Fordham Road. 

The application for the Oakfields 
Business Park site, which will be 
almost double the size of the 
existing supermarket, will now go 
forward to Forest Heath District 
Council’s planning committee for 
consideration. 

Speaking on behalf of New¬ 
market Retailers’ Association at the 
meeting on Monday, David 
Hopper, manager of fashion store 
Golding of Newmarket, outlined 
the association’s objections to the 
plans. 

He said: “The proposed store is to 
be the same size as the main 
Ipswich Tesco. This is a massive 
mega store and is suitable for a 
town the size of Ipswich with a 
population of 117,000, but 
completely excessive for New¬ 
market with a population of 15,000. 

"According to Tesco’s own 
figures, they expect to take £26 
million in comparison goods 
(about 62 per cent) from out of the 
town, but the remainder will come 
from Newmarket town centre - 
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about £10 million. Taking a further 
£10 million from the town centre 
economy would have an extremely 
detrimental effect on the vitality 
and viability of Newmarket town 
centre. 

“A mega-store of the size of this 
proposal would put excessive 
pressure on some of these town 
centre retailers, leading to possible 
closures.” 

He argued the plans breached 
four areas of the Forest Heath core 
strategy, which is designed to 
protect towns from being over¬ 
whelmed by large-scale develop¬ 
ments. 

But town mayor Cllr Michael 
fefferys believed the new store, 
with 654 car spaces and a 
replacement petrol station would 
benefit Newmarket. 

He said: “We are very keen to 
ensure the town centre remains 
vibrant. We felt, on balance, it could 
be a positive thing for Newmarket 
as it will hopefully attract shoppers 
to the town who might otherwise 
go to Ely or Bar Hill. 

“It will create construction jobs 
and then 150 part-time and 50 full¬ 
time retail posts at a critical time in 
the current economic climate.”

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BIG budget 3D movies such as 
Avatar could allow movie giant 
Odeon to set up a multiplex in 
Newmarket, its chief executive 
has said. 

Rupert Gavin, who leads the UK’s 
leading cinema chain, has informed 
Newmarket Town Council that the town 
is a “leading contender” in a list of 
possible locations for a new cinema. 

And 3D blockbusters such as Avatar, 
Toy Story 3 and Alice in Wonderland 
could hold the key. 

Despite the rise of DVD sales, multi¬ 
channel TV and falling attendances, 
cinemas are still viewed as an attractive 
investments because 3D films allow 
cinemas to charge more. 

In his letter to the council, Mr Gavin 
said: “We have recently assessed the UK 
towns that we believe, with the advent of 
digital cinema technology, may be viable 
for a cinema. 

“Newmarket was a leading contender 
on that list.” 

The chain, which has about 200 cin¬ 
emas and 1,850 screens, said it wanted to 
work with local property owners to 
explore the possibility of building in 
Newmarket. 

Property tycoon Bill Gredley and 
Helical Bar, the London-based property 
development company, which recently 
bought the Guineas shopping centre, 
said they were keen to discuss the 
proposals with Odeon. 

Cllr loy Uney, who helps to organise 
Newmarket’s cinema club, welcomed the 
interest from Odeon. She said: “It’s 
definitely something that the young 
people in Newmarket want to see here. 

“It would also be a big boost to our 
night-time economy because people will 
take the time to have a meal or drink 
before their movie. 

“The cinema club would certainly 
continue and offer a different type of 
movie that might not be catered for by a 
multiplex. It would be great for film fans 
to have a cinema on our doorstep, rather 
than travelling to Cambridge or Bury.” 
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Trainer bids 
to construct 
stable block 

ITALIAN racehorse trainer 
Marco Botti is seeking to build 
an 80-box yard in Newmarket. 

Mr Botti and his wife, Lucia, 
have applied to Forest Heath 
District Council for the new 
stables on land behind Kremlin 
Stud, in Snailwell Road. 

Plans for the new yard 
include two American-style 
barns capable of holding 20 
boxes each and a 40-box 
courtyard stabling block. 

There would also be a 60 by 
30-metre manege, an 18-metre 
horse walker, a 40-metre equine 
pool, a trainer’s and groom’s 
house, staff and visitor parking, 
a muck bunker and feed barn. 

Mr Botti has enjoyed some 
notable successes in his time in 
Newmarket, including victory 
on Gitano Hernando in the 
grade one Goodwood Stakes at 
the US course of San Anita two 
years ago. 

The horse was later sold to 
Chechen president Roman 
Kadyrov and is now trained in 
Dubai. 

Death sparks 
council probe 

AN inquiry has been launched 
at Suffolk County Council 
amid concerns for staff welfare 
following the death of a senior 
official. 

David White, acting head of 
legal services at Suffolk 
County Council, was found 
dead in Butley Woods, near 
Woodbridge, on April 4. 

Police are not treating his 
death as suspicious but the 
authority has now ordered an 
investigation into its legal 
department. 

Mr White was in his 50 s and 
had worked for the authority 
for more than 20 years. 

fane Storey, interim council 
leader, said she and other 
senior councillors had 
received an anonymous letter 
requesting support for staff in 
the legal department. 

Inquest into 
park shootings 

INQUESTS into the deaths of 
two men killed in a double 
shooting are to be opened 
today. 

David lohn Castell, 29, of 
Outing Close, Southend-On- 
Sea, and Shane David Hill, 20, of 
no permanent address, were 
found dead with gunshot 
wounds at Willow Park at Beck 
Row on March 15. 

Mr Castell was found in a 
burnt out car, and Mr Hill was 
discovered close to the vehicle. 

The inquests are set to be 
opened and adjourned today in 
Bury St Edmunds.

LONDON Marathon runners 
from the Newmarket area 
braved the 26.2-mile course 
around the capital to raise 
funds for their chosen 
charities. 

Simon Waterhouse, a vet 
from Newmarket, pounded 
the city’s streets dressed as 
much-loved cartoon 
character Buzz Lightyear, 
completing the race in 4 
hours and 7 minutes to 
raise money for the 


Neuroblastoma Society and 
Cancer Research UK. 

Mr Waterhouse said: “It 
was an amazing 
experience. My costume got 
lots of attention -1 felt like 
a celebrity. The support 
from the sidelines was 
fantastic.” 

Meanwhile, Gill 
Plowman, 41, from Burwell, 
took part to raise money for 
children’s cancer charity 
CLIC Sargent. 


Mrs Plowman hopes to 
have raised around £2,300 
and touched the finish line 
at 5 hours and 25 minutes. 

She said: “The 
atmosphere was buzzing 
and the amount of cheers 
along the way made such a 
difference. It was extremely 
tough at times. 

“I chose CLIC Sargent 
because I know quite a lot 
of people who have had 
dealings with the charity.” 


Centre is 
braced for 
royal visit 

EXCITEMENT is growing at a 
day centre ahead of a visit by 
the Queen. 

The monarch will spend 
about an hour talking to staff, 
clients and fundraisers at the 
Newmarket Day Centre on May 
3 as part of its 30th anniversary 
celebrations. 

Chief executive Paul Goffin 
said: “It’s a huge honour and 
everyone is very excited about 
it. 

“It’s something we weren’t 
expecting at all. There are not 
many organisations which 
have the privilege of a visit 
from the Queen. 

“I believe she has a private 
engagement in the morning, 
but has very kindly agreed to 
see us afterwards.” 

The centre in Fred Archer 
Way is planning a week-long 
anniversary celebration, which 
will include a special street 
party on May 19. 

Opened in 1981, it was built 
on the site of the stables once 
occupied by racehorse trainer 
Geoffrey Barling. 

Three decades later, the 
centre for the over-50s was 
recently rebranded The Time of 
Your Life and was completely 
refurbished two years ago. 

Centre trustee John Calvert 
added: “It’s a huge honour for 
us - it will be a very special 
day.” 


Dad dies in 
window fall 


A FATHER of two died 
after falling through an 
open window of the 
fourth floor office where 
he worked, an inquest 
heard. 

Iain Campbell, 49, died of 
multiple traumatic injuries 
after he fell out of the West¬ 
brook Centre, Cambridge. 

The inquest heard that 
safety restrictors on the 
window had been broken, 
allowing it to open fully. It is 
believed Mr Campbell, who 
was short-sighted, may have 
fallen after dropping his 
glasses, or as he tried to close 
the window. 

Mr Campbell, from Swaff- 
ham Bulbeck, is survived by 
his wife, Sheila, and their 
teenage daughters, Helen and 
Fiona. 

Recording an open verdict 


at an inquest held in Hun¬ 
tingdon, coroner Dr Sam Bass 
described the death as a 
“tragic accident”. 

He said: “There is nothing 
to suggest that Iain took his 
own life. He was short-sighted 
and it is possible his glasses 
had fallen and he reached for 
them or he was trying to shut 
the window. 

“It would seem likely that 
this is just a tragic accident. 
However, I cannot be abso¬ 
lutely certain of that and must 
find an open verdict.” 

The inquest heard that Mr 
Campbell Iain, who worked in 
human resources for indep¬ 
endent think-tank RAND 
Europe, died at 6.45pm on 
June 8, 2010. After he fell, 
colleagues found a chair by 
the window. 

The inquest also heard he 
had been under pressure both 
at work and at home, where 


one of his daughters had ME. 

Frank Harrison, who works 
in operations safety for 
Cambridge City Council, told 
the inquest: “Because the 
window restrictors were 
defective the window was 
open to 1.3 metres. In my 
opinion it is not safe to lean 
that distance out to pull the 
window shut.” 

He said such restrictors 
were frequently defective 
because people forced the 
windows to open wider. 

Iain and Sheila, from 
Scotland, were childhood 
sweethearts and moved to 
Cambridgeshire four years 
ago. Their daughters attended 
King’s School, Ely. 

After Iain’s death, Sheila 
said: “An accident like that - 
there was no goodbye. I have 
lost my best friend and soul¬ 
mate. I am so heartbroken for 
the girls.”

Protesters vow 
to keep fighting 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting 
plans for a new Sainsbury’s 
in Newmarket have vowed 
to fight on after coun¬ 
cillors gave the company a 
liquor licence. 

A Forest Heath District 
Council licensing committee last 
week approved plans to let the 
proposed store in Exning Road 
sell alcohol between 8am and 
11pm, on condition it installs 
CCTV and better street lighting. 

About 40 people travelled to 
the council’s offices in Milden- 
hall in a last-minute bid to pre¬ 
vent the application, but were 
left disappointed. 

They claimed a liquor licence 
would fuel late-night drinking 
and anti-social behaviour. 

About 200 people have object¬ 
ed to the plans so far and three 
demonstrations have also taken 
place outside the proposed site. 

But campaign spokeswoman 
Louise Hamilton, who lives in 
Field Terrace Road, said the fight 
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will continue as Sainsbury’s bids 
for full planning permission. 

She said: “We are very dis¬ 
appointed by this decision, but 
we will carry on fighting because 
the store’s planning application 
has yet to be decided. 

“Granting this licence is totally 
the wrong thing. 

“Councillors have just not 
listened to what local people 
want. 

“We do not have anything 
against Sainsbury’s, but this 
store is in the wrong place. 

“Places like the Guineas shop¬ 
ping centre would love a Sains¬ 
bury’s. 

“If they moved there it would 
reverse the trend of edge-of- 
town shops taking away town 
centre business and be a mass¬ 
ive boost to Newmarket.” 

The supermarket will need to 
address concerns raised by 
Suffolk County Council high¬ 


ways officer Richard Carter, who 
agreed with some of the camp¬ 
aigners’ claims about road 
safety. 

In a letter, he said: “While the 
proposal has some car parking at 
the rear, I consider it will still 
exacerbate the customer parking 
problems on Exning Road, 
particularly with the inclusion of 
the ATM machine, and cause 
additional restrictions/cong¬ 
estion owing to delivery vehicles. 

“This would also be to the 
detriment of the safety and free 
flow of traffic on the B1103, and 
in addition restrict the visibility 
of drivers joining that road from 
Scaltback Drive.”

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Heroin 
addict 
in court 

A DRUG addict who was 
caught with a stash of 
heroin has pleaded 
guilty to possession with 
intent to supply. 

George Scott, 48, of 
Wingfield Road, Laken- 
heath, appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court 
last Friday and pleaded 
guilty to the offence 
between November 30 
and December 9. 

Prosecutor Naomi 
Turner said while Scott 
admitted the offence, he 
said he was looking after 
the drug for someone 
else and had expected to 
receive heroin for his 
own use in return. 

Judge John Devaux 
told Scott that he would 
be sentenced in the 
week commencing May 
16 following the pre¬ 
paration of a pre¬ 
sentence report. 

Until he is sentenced, 
Scott has been granted 
unconditional bail. 

Appearing for Scott, 
Martyn Levett said his 
client was currently 
attending a centre in 
Belgravia to treat his 
addiction. 


Three fires in 
one evening 

THREE undergrowth 
fires were reported in a 
town in one evening.

Pub booze ban lifted 


But Five Bells must comply with strict set of conditions after stabbing 


A PUB which was tem¬ 
porarily banned from 
selling booze following a 
stabbing has been given 
permission to start 
selling alcohol again. 

However, licensees of The 
Five Bells in St Mary’s Square, 
Newmarket, will have to abide 
by a strict set of 19 conditions. 

Forest Heath District Council 
(FHDC) and Suffolk Cons¬ 
tabulary were unable to reveal 
the specific conditions as the 
decision notice has yet to be 
written. 
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But the rules will cover issues 
such as CCTV, music restric¬ 
tions, admissions policy and 
the need to use door staff for 
certain events. 

Licensing bosses at FHDC 
met on Monday and decided 
the pub could continue to 
serve alcohol. 

A spokeswoman for the 
authority said: “At the review 
hearing, it was agreed that The 
Five Bells could continue to 


serve alcohol with both new 
and revised conditions. 

“The premises also offered 
an action plan that contained 
various undertakings to the 
police. There is also another 
layer of complexity in that one 
of the conditions agreed needs 
to be reviewed in line with 
recent case law. 

“We will be issuing a decision 
notice listing these conditions.” 

For the past three weeks, The 
Five Bells, which is owned by 
pub chain Admiral Taverns, has 
only been allowed to sell soft 
drinks and food. 


It follows an incident at the 
pub on March 23 when a 52- 
year-old man was stabbed in 
his abdomen and leg. His 
injuries were not life-threat¬ 
ening. 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk 
police said: “We are very 
pleased with the outcome of 
the hearing. 

“The pub can recommence 
trading with new and revised 
conditions being agreed 
between the constabulary and 
Admiral Taverns. 

“These conditions cover 
things like CCTV, SIA training 


and using door staff for events, 
notifying police of incidents 
and keeping a log, signage, 
admissions policy, restrictions 
on music and first aid. 

“We share an aim, to ensure 
people can enjoy a safe night 
out in Newmarket, and through 
mediation and further checks 
of the premises we are con¬ 
fident this can be achieved.” 

A spokesman for Admiral 
Taverns said: “We are working 
with the police and local 
authority to resolve any issues 
surrounding the licence at the 
Five Bells.”

We kept record 
of bus services 

Sir, I feel I must respond to Andy 
Campbell’s statement in the 
Weekly News where he says that 
examining the schedule of the 
Stagecoach 11 and 12 bus route “is 
not as simple as they think” and 
that the firm is “monitoring the 
service. 

Paul Russell and I had a meeting 
with Mr Campbell, Glenn Edge 
and Phillip Norwell in April last 
year where I said I would keep a 
daily record of routes 11 and 12 
services and send them to Mr 
Campbell on a weekly basis. 

This I have done from last April 
until fanuary this year. The reports 
included what time we arrived at 
each bus stop, any hold ups, 
breakdowns, whole journey times 
etc. 

The reports showed that by 
sticking to the timetables in place 
that the drivers stop at bus stops 
anywhere between 8 and 15 mins, 
with the doors open and engines 
running. Surely this must prove 
that the present timetables are 
unworkable. 

Paul Russell and I had another 
meeting on fanuary 5 to discuss 
this problem with the timetables. 
Paul handed to them spreadsheets 
where it proved through our 
reports that the timetables would 
work if the journey time was 
tightened up. They said they 
would look to tighten up the 
timetables. 

We were then informed by other 
passengers that the timetables 
were changing on April 11. When 
we looked at the new timetables 
we found that the journey times 
had not been tightened up - only 
bus departure times had changed. 
Paul sent an email to Philip 
Norwell, stating he was 
disappointed with the new 
timetables and that our reports 
had not even been considered. Mr 
Norwell replied that he had not 
had time to look at the reports and 
spreadsheets. 

During all this time we have never 
seen any inspectors or staff from 
Stagecoach monitoring this 
service. In fact, one passenger 
informed me that she phoned 
Stagecoach to ask them who was 
monitoring the services. They 
informed her a passenger was and 
they get weekly reports from her.

Mildenhall 


PARISH councillors went into battle on 
behalf of the Mildenhall College of 
Technology, agreeing unanimously to send 
a strong letter to the Suffolk Education 
Authority regarding the parlous state into 
which the buildings of that establishment 
have fallen. 

This decision followed the receipt of an 
enlightening letter from the school, 
together with a copy of the video which 
pupils have made showing a number of 
major defects. 

Copies of the letter are to be sent to 
Michael Gove, Education Secretary, local 
MP Matthew Hancock and to the college’s 
chairman of governors. In addition, the 
parish council will ask the school for 
permission to visit formally. 

Cllr John Barker said they had not 
needed, in one sense, to receive the letter, 
nor see the video, for comment from other 
sources had made most members aware 
that all was not well. 

Another member noted that, on a recent 
visit with the local MR a senior Ministry of 
Education official had allegedly said he had 
been appalled by the state of the premises.

A PAINTING of a Newmarket 
racehorse - which has been called 
one of the finest sporting pictures 
every painted - is expected to fetch 
more than £20 million when it is sold 
at auction. 

George Stubbs’s painting of a 
racehorse on Newmarket Heath will 
be sold at Christie’s in London on 
July 5. 

The work, called Gimcrackon 
Newmarket Heath, With A Trainer, A 
Stablelad, And A Jockey is part of a 
sale of old masters and British 


paintings at the auction house. 

John Stainton, senior director of 
British pictures at Christie’s, said: 
“This is a truly exceptional example 
of 18th century painting which holds 
immense importance on many levels 
- as an old master picture, as a great 
masterpiece of British art and as one 
of the finest sporting pictures every 
painted. 

“It is a great privilege for us to be 
able to work with this painting and to 
offer it at auction.” 

Stubbs spend his early career as a 


portrait painter in his native 
Liverpool and York before finding 
fame depicting horses. 

He painted Gimcrack, one of the 
most successful and famous 
racehorses of its time in 1765 for its 
owner, Viscount Bolingbroke. 

The painting was last sold in 1951, 
when it made £12,600 and became 
part of the Woolavington Collection of 
sporting art. 

It is now being offered for sale by 
the collection’s current owners.

MORE schools in Suffolk 
will be able to apply for 
academy status, thanks to a 
Government initiative. 

The move follows the increasing 
demand over the last year from 
headteachers across the UK for 
their schools to become acad¬ 
emies. 

During last month, 162 schools 
became academies, taking the 
current total to 629 with a further 
473 in the pipeline. 

Suffolk already has four 
academies but there are expected 
to be many more in years to come. 

Until now only schools which 
Ofsted judged as ‘outstanding’ or 
‘good with outstanding features’ 
were able to apply for conversion, 
while others had to apply in 
partnership with stronger

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establishments. 

However, the coalition Govern¬ 
ment now says it will consider 
applications from schools based 
on exam performance, Ofsted 
reports, and, where applicable, 
support special needs. 

In the east of England, acad¬ 
emies already make up more than 
17 per cent of all secondary 
schools, while more than 22 per 
cent of maintained secondary 
schools in the region have applied 
to convert. 

However, Graham White, 
Suffolk rep for the National Union 
of Teachers, said he was deeply 
concerned about the trend across 
the county. 


He said: “My main worry is that 
academies will move away from 
national paying conditions set in 
state education for our members. 
There is a lot of potential for 
harm. 

“There is also less account¬ 
ability to the local community, 
and there is no proof at all that 
schools improve with academy 
status.” 

Mr White added believed it was 
only a matter of time before 
almost all secondary schools in 
Suffolk became academies. 

He said: “What we have found is 
that when one school becomes an 
academy in an area it puts press¬ 
ure on neighbouring schools to do 
the same. 

“I have strong concerns about 
the number of academies pro¬ 
ceeding down the wrong route.”

Jobless total 
drops by 12% 


UNEMPLOYMENT in the 
Newmarket area has fallen 
by almost 12 per cent in 
the past 12 months, new 
figures have revealed. 

The number of people clai¬ 
ming Job Seekers’ Allowance in 
Forest Heath fell from 1,019 in 
March 2010 to 900 last month - a 
decrease of 11.6 per cent. 

Youth unemployment also fell 
sharply, with 220 people aged 18- 
25 claiming benefits last month 
compared to 275 in March 2010 - 
a 20 per cent fall. 

It mirrors the trend seen in the 
East of England over the past 
three months, where the number 
of jobless fell by 15,000 to 
183,000. 

But Marion Green, secretary of 
Newmarket Retailers’ Asso¬ 
ciation, said times were still 
tough for retailers and busi¬ 
nesses. 

She said: “Things are still very 
tight.

“There are now a lot of people 
working part-time, which is no 
good for the town’s young people 
who want to get married and 
raise a family. 

“It’s only really the racing 
industry that offers those types 
of full-time jobs. 

“I think business is a little 
better since we held the Dragons’ 
Den challenge to get new 
businesses into the town. It’s 
definitely helped raise the profile 
of shopping in Newmarket.” 

Meanwhile, the jobseeker’s 
allowance claimant count for 18 
to 24-year-olds in Cambridge¬ 
shire stood at 2,460 last month. 

Gordon Chesterman, director 
of Cambridge University Careers 
Service, said: “Youngsters need 
transferable skills. They need not 
be in a work situation. 

“They could be in sport or 
music to demonstrate to a future 


employer they can manage an 
event, put on a show or manage 
a sports team. 

“I think a lot of youngsters 
have very strong aspirations of 
what they want to do in their 
career and don’t fully appreciate 
they may only get there after a 
series of steps. 

“I think we are fairly fortunate 
at graduate level that there are 
lots of opportunities within 
spitting distance of Cambridge.” 

Nationally, the jobless total fell 
by 17,000 in the quarter to 
February to 2.48 million, the first 
cut since last autumn, but the 
numbers claiming job-related 
benefits rose. 

The claimant count was up by 
700 last month to 1.45 million, 
including 462,300 women, the 
highest figure since October 
1996.

“The reason we are having to make 
these cuts is because they left the 
country in such a state.

Liberal Democrat Ian Radford, who 
is seeking re-election to Forest Heath 
District Council for Newmarket 
Severals, said the alleged backlash 
against his party had been overhyped.

“The local issues are very separate 
from the national ones. People 
recognise we have done a good job 
holding to account the majority group 
over the past four years. 

“Our party was against the local core 
strategy which was pushed through by 
the Tories, and then later proved to be 
unlawful.”

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Poet tells of her 
condition with no 


L YING in her bed, 
too tired even to 
open her eyes, 
Abi Palmer was 
literally paralysed 
with exhaustion. 

Aged just 17, she had 
been bed-bound for 
months; deep down, 
she felt like her life, 
though barely begun, 
was already over. 

“At its worst, I couldn’t 
even open my eyes, let 
alone lift myself out of 
bed,” remembers Abi. “I 
couldn’t do anything; it 
was scary My mum had to 
wash me, spoon-feed me. 

“After a while, living like 
that makes you question 
your role as a human 
being. Who are you, if 
you’ve lost all the functions 
that make you, you? 

“I wasn’t living, I was 
existing. In fact, it was a 
non-existence. I wasn’t Abi 
any more-I was a 
vegetable.” 

Though she didn’t know 
it at the time, Abi has an 
inherited condition called 
Ehlers-Danlos Syndrome: 
the name given to a group 
of connective tissue 
disorders. It’s caused by a 
defect in the synthesis of 
collagen. 

“It makes you very, very 
bendy: one of my finest 
party tricks is bending my 
legs around my head - but 
I won’t demonstrate that 
here,” laughs the

Cambridge undergrad, 
sitting in the library-come- 
common room of her 
college. 

“And it turns out one of 
the major problems is 
chronic fatigue. I’d reached 
the stage where I’d 
forgotten what it was like 
to have energy. Looking 
back, that feels like a 
hundred years ago, not 
four - and it’s really nice to 
be able to say that.” 

Petite and pretty, with a 
bubbly nature and 
contagious giggle, it seems 
impossible Abi was ever so 
weak and low; thanks to 
support from her family, 
her own cast-iron will and 
some “fairly wacky” 
therapy, she has totally 
transformed her life. 

Now 22, Abi is without 
doubt living life to the full. 
A student at Wolfson 
College, Cambridge, she’s 
in her first year of an 
English degree. An 
acclaimed performance 
poet, she’s constantly 
working on new material 
and makes regular stage 
appearances. And her 
social calendar is pretty 
packed too. 

“The one thing I would 
say is that if you’re looking 
for a way out, it has to 
come from you. Every time 
you decide to wait for a 
doctor or someone else to 


give you the answer, you’re 
giving them your power. 
You have to find 
something that gives you 
back your power, 
otherwise, as I know, you 
end up in despair.” 

Abi’s battles date right 
back to early childhood. 
Born by emergency C- 
section, the result of a 
traumatic labour, she 
recalls having problems 
with both mobility and 
energy levels as a little girl. 

“I was always a really 
sleepy child and, unlike my 
brother, didn’t grow out of 
wanting an afternoon nap. 
Because I was so tired all 
the time, I wasn’t really 
keeping up at school. And I 
also walked a bit oddly - 
what they call toe-walking, 
when your feet turn in.” 

Abi’s mother, Pippa, who 
brought up her two kids as 
a single mum, consulted 
doctors; months and 
months later, totally out of 
the blue, an occupational 
therapist turned up on the 
doorstep. 

“She literally knocked on 
the door and said ‘Sorry 
I’ve not been sooner, I’ve 
been on maternity leave. I 
gather your child has 
cerebral palsy’... My mum 
said ‘Has she?’ - it was the 
first we’d heard about it.” 

During her early years at 
school, Abi says she had no 
notion she was any 
different from her 
classmates. “I lived in a 
little bubble! And both my 
primary schools were 


fantastic, they really 
nurtured my creativity. At 
my first school they made 
me librarian and I spent 
the best part of a whole 
year in the school library, 
just reading book after 
book... 

“I learned to read quite 
early. I can still remember 
reading Alice in 
Wonderland : there was a 
poem in it about animals 
having a race which made 
me think ‘I want to do that’. 
That’s when I wrote my 
first poem; I’ve still got it 
memorised, even now! 

“And then, at my second 
school, they let me write 
poems instead of doing PE 
which is quite amazing.” 

Making the transition to 
secondary school was 
tough. “That’s when I first 
became self-conscious 
about the way I walked; I 
got bullied about it. ‘Why 
do you walk like a duck?’ 
was quite a common 
question, 

“One day I finally went 
home and said ‘There’s 
something wrong with me, 
isn’t there?’...” 

Determined to get help, 
Pippa sought out a physio 
treatment programme 
which, over time, helped 
Abi learn to walk more 
smoothly. 

Socially, Abi then began 
to thrive. But, a very bright 
girl, she found lessons less 
than challenging. “I’ll 
admit it: I became pretty 
challenging myself. I used 
to crack a lot of jokes; we 
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fight against 
known cure 


had one teacher that 
looked like a pigeon, so I 
threw breadcrumbs at her. 
Looking back, I feel a bit 
guilty.” 

Getting top grades in her 
GCSEs was a turning point: 
“I’d done no work, so it 
made me think ‘I could 
really do something’.” 

Securing a place at 
college, to study for A- 
levels, Abi knuckled down 
to her studies. “That’s when 
I really started to get ill. I 
was working hard and I 
wanted to be a teenager 
too. I thought ‘Why should 
I go to bed at 10pm when 
my friends are staying up 
all night?’.” 

Outside of college, Abi 
had a wide circle of friends, 
was in a band and had a 
part-time job in a 
hairdressing salon. But 
then, in a matter of weeks, 
her entire life ground to a 
halt. 

“My mum took me on 
holiday on the Trans- 
Siberian Railway; she’s a 
real adventurer. I slept the 
whole time; I literally 
couldn’t wake up. I was too 
tired to realise how ill I was, 
but I can remember 
looking at my mum and 
seeing real fear in her eyes.” 

On returning from the 
trip, Abi suffered a total 
collapse; she didn’t so 
much as cross the thresh¬ 
old of college for three 
months - and when she 
did, it was in a wheelchair. 

“I started to have these 
things called 
hypnopompic 
hallucinations. The way I 
understand it, it happens 
when part of your brain 
has gone into sleep mode 
and the other part is 
awake. I was having out-of- 
body experiences; I felt like 
I was wandering round the 
room, when I was actually 
paralysed to the bed.” 

Taken into hospital, Abi 
remembers a whole group 
of doctors assessing her. “It 
was the week of my 18th 
birthday. They made me 
stand naked on a chair 
while they all looked at me; 
one of the doctors said 
straight away I didn’t have 
cerebral palsy, the fact my 
thighs were so huge meant 
it was muscular dystrophy 
- which can be fatal. It was 
a case of‘Thanks for that. 
Happy birthday to me’.” 

With support from 
carers and her mum, Abi 
returned home. “It was still 
a non-existence. I had a 
carer to get me up in the 
morning, one to feed me a 
microwaved lunch and 
another to put me to bed. 
That was it.” 

Confined to a 
wheelchair, Abi says the

summon strength to do 
was writing poetry, putting 
her feelings about her 
illness into words. “I 
thought if I was going to 
die I may as well leave 
some poetry behind... 
Even now, I can’t physically 
do a lot of things that other 
people do - but I can write 
poetry. And I also love 
performing it: you have a 
relationship with the stage, 
a relationship with the 
audience, which makes 
performance poetry so 
different from poems on 
the page.” 

Abi then had an 
epiphany: while on a trip to 
Prague with a carer, 
arranged to celebrate her 
19th birthday, she realised 
she couldn’t carry on living 
a half-life. “I came home 
and said to my mum ‘I 
don’t care what I have to do 
- I’ll do anything. I just 
can’t carry on like this: I 
want to be Abi again’.” 

Signing up for the much- 
talked-about Lightning 
Process - which involves 
elements of osteopathy, 
neuro-linguistic 
programming and life 
coaching - Abi makes no 
bones about the fact it 


changed her life. 

“After the third day I 
went swimming. My mum 
cried and cried... I’m not 
saying it was easy -1 had to 
keep up all the techniques I 
was taught and be very 
disciplined - but it was 
most definitely life¬ 
changing.” 

Being able to leave her 
wheelchair behind was, 
says Abi, exhilarating. But 
she soon began to be 
blighted by pains in her 
legs. 

“My mum Googled all 
my symptoms and came 
up with this thing called 
Ehlers-Danlos Syndrome. 
She wanted me to get 
tested but I didn’t want to 
go back to hospital and see 
yet another doctor...” 

Eventually Abi 
consented - and tests 
confirmed she did indeed 
have Ehlers-Danlos. An 
inherited disorder, for 
which there is no known 
cure, it has since transpired 
that her mother and two 
cousins also have the 
condition. 

Returning to college, Abi 
says she was adamant 
about pursuing her studies: 
“More than anything, I 
wanted to push my brain.” 

Abi first applied to 
Cambridge, unsuccessfully, 
at 17 - “I was getting ill; I 
wasn’t at my best” - and 
decided to reapply on 
completing her A-level 
courses. 

AplaceatWolfson 
followed; with the support 
of her college, and a team 
of carers, she’s flying 
through her first year. 
“When I came to see my 
room before I started, there 
were eight people waiting 
to meet me and wanting to 
know how they could help 
me - from the college 
porter to the senior tutor.” 

“I often say Ehlers- 
Danlos is an invisible 
illness. Even though you 
can’t see it, every day I have 
to work really hard just to 
make it through the pain 
and fatigue. That’s one of 
the reasons I wanted to do 
this interview: to raise 
some awareness,” adds 
Abi. 

“I try hard to appear like 
I haven’t got a problem at 
all, but I know I’ll never be 
able to do a lot of things 
most people take for 
granted: I doubt I’ll ever be 
able to hold down a nine- 
to-five job, for example. 

“But I am very proud of 
where I am now - of how 
far I’ve come. And I’m 
excited to find out what the 
future holds, too.”

L ILIES on the Land follows 
the fortunes of four very 
different Land Girls. 

Margie is working class and from the 
North East who is very young when she 
joins up; Vera who is slightly older, is 
middle class and worked in a bank prior 
to becoming a Land Girl, Poppy who is 
upper class and rich; and Peggy, the 
Cockney girl who has never even seen a 
cow before she joins up and ends up by 
marrying the farmer. 

The play, which comes to Cambridge 
next week, follows several years of the 
war and one farming cycle through to 
harvest. The sequences do not follow one 
another in the way they do in many 
situation led plays. 

Dorothy Lawrence, who plays Margie, 
says: “It is about finding the essence of 
something and the effect it had on the 
characters rather than replicating exactly 
what the Land Girls did.” 

Kali Peacock, who plays Peggy adds: 

“It is an incredible honour to do this show, 
to tell these women’s stories to audiences 
as they told them to us. The script comes 
directly from the letters we received and 
from the recordings we made, we only 
altered the tenses. So what you hear 
happened to a lady somewhere in the 
country, which is incredible. It’s important 
to be as accurate as possible and to do 


justice to these incredible women and to 
tell their stories truthfully.” 

Sioned Jones, who plays Vera, said: “I 
didn’t get to meet former Land Girls 
during the rehearsal of the piece but I’ve 
met several during the run of the show 
and they’ve all been very strong, spirited 
individuals. Their responses were all 
unique, as were their experiences of the 
war but they were all positive about the 
piece and all found episodes that 
resonated with them.” 

Dorothy adds: “I met many Land Girls 
when the play was first being devised 


about 10 years ago and many of them 
met each other again or for the first time 
at the workshops we held. Since the play 
began touring firstly in 2002 and again 
now, they have come in large numbers 
with their children and their 
grandchildren. 

“We try to say hello to as many of 
them as we can when we know they are 
in the audience; after all, it is their 
material that created this play. We have 
had such fabulous responses from them. 
They tell us that the play depicts exactly 
what the Land Army was like. 


There is a line in the play, “you have to 
be there to know” and it contains the 
essential motive of the piece: to take the 
audience through the experience as it 
was, without any comment or the benefit 
of hindsight. Many of the Land Girls 
were very angry at the way they were 
depicted in the film, Land Girls, as they 
felt it was not an honest depiction of their 
experiences. They were exhausted most 
of time and in their words, “never had 
time for all that”.” 

Kali says: “I was lucky enough to meet 
three wonderful women who were so 


hospitable and generous with their time. One 
lady in particular gave me many of Peggy’s 
personality traits. She’s such a great story 
teller and so funny. 

“We also held a couple of workshops 
where we met and chatted to a number of 
these incredible ladies and watched them 
compare experiences. A lot of ex-WLA 
women have come to see the show and have 
loved it. They’ve said it was “exactly like 
that”, which is all we could hope for. 

“We chat to them and always hear more 
unbelievable stories which we wish we could 
put in the show. The hardest part of devising 
the play was what to leave out!” 

During the build-up, the actresses learned a 
lot about the WLA. 

Jo Castleton, who plays Poppy, said: “We 
learned that there was a WLA in the First 
World War - it was such a struggle for Lady 
Denman to get government support when 
setting the WLA up, even though many had 
experienced The First World War and the 
need for the WLA then, and that they didn’t 
have the same benefits as the other services, 
and weren’t acknowledged after the war until 
very recently, and that Land Girls often 
entered tractor competitions and won!” 

Sioned says: “Young girls were just as 
brave as young boys - lying about their age 
so they could join up as soon as possible. 

“We found out that the POWs had better 
food and working conditions than the WLA 
and that the WLA had fewer 
gratuities/coupons/benefits than the other 
women’s services and forces received.”

Turning back clock 
to the Home-Eront

I F you’re not careful, the Easter 
holidays can quickly turn into 
chocolate-gorging-telly-goggle- 
athons. So why not take your brood to 
do something different this time? 

We’re lucky enough to have Imperial War 
Museum close by and, as one of Europe’s 
finest aviation museums, they regularly put on 
interesting events for kids. But this time 
they’ve pulled out all the stops. 

“The theme this time is ‘Goosbenies and 
Gas Masks’,” reveals the museum’s Esther 
Blaine. “It’s an opportunity to take visitors 
back to the 1940s Home Front, so we’re 
encouraging families to get hands-on with 
history and leam all about what life was like 
during the war.” 

‘Hands-on’ is most definitely the key: from 
craft activities such as making wartime toys to 
literally ‘digging for victory’ on a traditional 
allotment, kids can get stuck right in from the 
start - especially as they get to dress up: 
“We’ve recreated some mini uniforms, like 
little Home Guard outfits with the metal 
helmets, and we’re encouraging the children to 
try them on,” says Esther. 

And they won’t be alone: every day there’ll 
be a different costumed character to bring the 
period to life, from a member of the Home 
Guard to a lady from the Women’s Voluntary 
Service. “They’re there to chat to visitors as if 
they are in the 1940s, and they’ll tell them all 
about their role in wartime; what they do, how 
important they are and what it’s like to live 
through it,” explains Esther. 

“It’s great fun watching the children interact 
with the interpreters,” she adds. “They’re often 
shy at first but they soon get into it.” 


Kids will also get the chance to check out a 
real gas mask and an Anderson shelter, and 
feel the fear when the siren goes off. 

“Our air raid siren really makes your hair 
stand up on end,” laughs Esther. “It goes off 
periodically, so families can squeeze into the 
shelter, and imagine what it was like with the 
bombing overhead, being in this really 
cramped little space, wondering whether their 
house was going to survive, let alone whether 
they were going to survive. So that’s all quite 
poignant, and brings wartime very much to 
life.” 

Little ones can also leam about rationing, 
see what they would have eaten - and how 
much of it. 

Esther says: “This is a way of projecting 


history in a way that really brings it to life for 
them. And it’s always important to leam about 
history, because if you don’t know your past, 
how do you know your present and future?” 

Aside from the Easter activities, there’s 
plenty to see at the museum, from a fine 
collection of tanks, planes and other military 
vehicles to a fully-famished 1940s pre-fab 
house. 

■ Gooseberries and Gas Masks is at 10.30am 
to 2.30pm in Hangar 4 until Monday (the main 
museum is open from 10am to 6pm). 

There is no extra charge for the activities: 
admission to the museum is £16.50 for adults 
(£13.20 concessions) and children aged 15 and 
under go free.

The big film 



RED RIDING HOOD 
certificate (12A) 99m 

THE Twilight films have a great deal 
to answer for. The teen romances 
have whetted an appetite for 
fantastical adventures. 

Now, director Catherine Hardwicke, 
who brought the first Twilight film to 
the screen, slavishly follows the 
same template in her reworking of 
this classic fairytale. 

Thus we have a beautiful heroine 
torn between two potential suitors, 
one of whom might be a werewolf, 
the other a brooding Brit; Billy Burke 
in a thankless supporting role as 
her protective father; sweeping 
aerial shots of lush forests; and a 
rock soundtrack to underscore the 
lingering glances and angst of the 
protagonists. 

If Red Riding Hood didn’t pander to 
the 12A certificate, complete with a 
chaste fumble in the hay, there is 
potential here for a horror story. 

Yet, every time Hardwicke’s film 
threatens to veer into dark territory, 
it’s sweetened with a drizzle of 
sickly sweet romance and heartfelt 
outpourings such as, “The only life I 
want is with you.” 

Valerie (Amanda Seyfried) lives with 
her father Cesaire (Billy Burke), 


mother Suzette (Virginia Madsen) 
and older sister in a village plagued 
by a werewolf. 

Every full moon, the locals tether a 
pig to a stake as a sacrifice and 
lock their doors. 

Away from the bloodshed, Valerie is 
in love with best friend Peter (Shiloh 
Fernandez) but must marry Henry 
Lazar (Max Irons), whose family 
fortune provides the best chance of 
a rosy future. 

When the beast claims the life of 
Valerie’s sister, renowned werewolf 
hunter Father Solomon (Gary 
Oldman) vows to unmask the 
lycanthrope in their midst. 

Red Riding Hood uses the familiar 
story as a hook for a predictable 


menage a trois. 

Employing logic, the identity of the 
werewolf is evident before the big 
reveal and the fairytale’s iconic 
exchange - “grandmother, what big 
eyes you have!” - is consigned to a 
nightmare sequence, eliciting 
giggles as we await grandmother’s 
payoff lines. 

Seyfried provides a nice visual 
contrast to her two tall, dark suitors 
and Oldman merrily chews scenery 
as the zealous werewolf hunter. The 
cast look good close-up and 
manage to keep straight faces as 
they deliver some terrible dialogue 
(“I could eat you up!”) We’re not so 
strong-willed and snort with 
derision into our popcorn.

Heavenly and homegrown 


A T this time of year, no- 
nonsense TV gardener 
Christine Walkden’s 
dining room table looks like a 
potting shed paradise, 
disappearing under a sea of 
seed trays, plant pots and 
other bits and pieces to 
encourage young plants into 
growth. 

Some of the space will be taken up 
with the summer veg she’ll be 
growing this year including tomatoes, 
runner beans and sweetcorn, her three 
favourites. 

“Runner beans are easy if you 
don’t start them off too early,” says 
Walkden, author of No-nonsense 
Vegetable Gardening. 

“People tend to sow them too early 
and then they get hit by the frost and 
the cold weather. I always sow mine, 
at the earliest, the first week in April 
under protection. Outside, they can 
still go in in May or June and you’ll 
have a crop by August.” 

Runner beans need a sunny, well- 
drained spot which shouldn’t be 
overly manured or you’ll encourage a 
lot of leaf rather than fruits, she notes. 

“Either put them up tripods or 
beanpoles or train them along chicken 
wire. In a small garden you can grow 
them in containers. If you put a few 
plants in a 12-inch container you'll get 
a decent crop. Use John Innes No 2 or 
a good quality multi-purpose

compost.” 

Walkden, whose favourite varieties 
include Red Rum, doesn’t feed her 
runner beans in the ground at all but 
she does add a lot of organic matter 
each year. However, growing them in 
pots you need to feed them weekly 
with a tomato fertiliser. It’s rich in 
potash which promotes flowers or 
fruit. 

She grows sweet peas with them, 
to encourage pollinating insects to the 
plants, prompting a better crop. 

“Don’t overwater them while they 
are growing, but water them once 
they start flowering and continue 
while you're harvesting,” she advises. 

“People who overwater them early 
on will get lots of foliage but few 
flowers.” 

Sweetcorn is another of her 
favourite summer veg. “I love the 
flavour of sweetcorn, roasted or 
steamed or barbecued straight off the 
plant. There’s nothing like it. If you’ve 
had shop-bought sweetcorn and then 
grow your own, you won’t know it’s 


the same veg.” 

Walkden insists you don’t need a 
lot of room to grow sweetcorn, even 
though the plants can reach 7ft in 
height, depending on the variety. 

“You can grow them in a laundry 
basket. The key thing is that you don’t 
plant them in a straight row because 
they are wind-pollinated and the wind 
will blow the pollen away from the 
plants. Plant them in a square or a 
group, the pollen will stay within the 
group so you have better pollination.” 

Sweetcorn shouldn’t be sown 
before early April under protection, or 
late May outside. Don’t let them 
become too wet if they’ve been sown 
under protection. 

“I always put my pumpkins and 
squashes underneath them to save 
space and both do well together. 
Again, I use John Innes No 2.” 

Keep the plants weeded, water 
them regularly once the cobs have 
started to form and they will be ripe 
when the tassels at the top of the cob 
start to go brown. Sow in late April or 
May and you should be able to 
harvest in late July or August. 

The seed packets may tell you that 
one plant will produce three to four 
cobs, but Walkden, who's been 
growing sweetcorn for 40 years, says 
a more realistic estimate is one to two 
cobs per plant. 

Tomatoes provide a real taste of 
summer and Walkden only grows one 
variety, Sungold, a cordon type 
producing orange-coloured cherry 


tomatoes. 

“I’ve tried lots of other varieties 
such as Tumbler and Brandywine but 
they don’t taste of anything.” 

She doesn’t have a greenhouse but 
sows her tomatoes from seed in 
plastic pots on the dining room table, 
transplants them into individual pots 
in multi-purpose compost when 
they’re an inch high and then around a 
month later she puts them into a cold 
frame to harden them off, planting 
them out in late May or early June. 

Like all cordon tomatoes, Sungold 
need to be side-shooted (removing the 
sideshoots) as the plants grow up to 
5ft, and watered regularly, but not too 
much, she notes. 

“They don’t want to dry out but a 
lot of people overwater them and they 
become very pappy, with no flavour. 

If they’re in a pot or growbag, stick 
your finger in to make sure they’re 
moist.” 

If they’re planted in the ground, 
Walkden doesn’t feed them, but in a 
container she’ll give them a weekly 
boost with tomato fertiliser. But she 
digs in plenty of compost to her 
garden beds each year, which helps 
eliminate the need for feeding. 

By the end of May or beginning of 
June, Walkden should be able to see 
her dining room table again - as her 
plants begin to flourish outside.

Some of the factory’s 400 workers 
gathered to watch the car as it 
emerged from production amid 
clouds of dry ice and bursts of 
coloured foil confetti. 

MG, now owned by Chinese car 
company SAIC, is describing the 
new vehicle as the first all-new MG 
for 16 years. 

The Longbridge plant closed six 
years ago to the week, leading to the 
loss of 6,500 jobs. 

Miss Ponter, who was one of 
those who lost her job, said she did 
not hesitate to return when 
production at the site resumed. 

She said: “It’s very exciting, it is 
great to see cars coming off the line 
again. It’s been too long and 
hopefully more people will be 
employed here. 

“We’ve had our down times when 
we thought it was never going to 
happen because we’ve been here a 
while but we have just been working 
hard to get to this day and it has 
finally arrived. 

“I think it’s a sign that things are 
on the up for the car industry.” 

Speaking about her role driving 


the car off the production line she 
added: “It was very nerve-wracking. 
I was shaking to start with, hoping 
everything went to plan, which it 
did. 

“And there we have it - the car 
came out on time and in the right 
place.” 

It is expected that the 1.8-litre 
MG6 will compete with the likes of 
the Volkswagen Golf and Ford 
Focus. 

Some of the production of the 
MG6 will be in China, with the 
engine and electrics, as well as the 
testing, at Longbridge. 


Prices for the four-door car are 
expected to start at around £15,500, 
going up to about £19,000. 

The MG6 is a welcome boost to 
the UK car industry after it was 
badly hit by the recession at the end 
of the last decade. 

Production and sales dipped 
alarmingly at the beginning of 2009 
before rallying on the back of the 
Labour government’s car-scrappage 
scheme. 

Craig Osman, manufacturing 
manager at the Longbridge plant, 
said: “This has been a very exciting 
time. This is the first all-new 


product out of this plant for 16 
years. 

“Everybody has been involved in 
this project from start to finish so to 
get the first customer car off the line 
is very exciting. 

“The economic climate has been 
tough in the West Midlands in 
general over the last couple of years. 

“We’ve got an exciting product, 
it’s fresh to the market and hope¬ 
fully the public will back us and buy 
the product. 

“So hopefully this is a new start 
for the Longbridge plant and 
hopefully the West Midlands.”

Victor Chandler are not 
surprisingly the shortest price 
having laid an ante-post bet of

him at 4-9. 

Spokesman Charlie McCann 
said: “What with Henry Cecil also 
taking the wraps of World 
Domination too, people are 
talking about the similarities of 
1993 when Cecil had the Derby 
favourite in Tenby but he won it 
with Commander In Chief. 

“However, just like World 
Domination, Commander In 
Chief was unraced as a juvenile 
too. 

"It’s a very exciting time, we’re 
shortest about Frankel for the 
Guineas at 4-9 but biggest about 
the Derby (4-1), as we don’t think 
he’ll run at Epsom.” 

Totesport are 1-2 about Frankel 
for the Guineas and spokesman 
George Primarolo said: “On what 
we’ve seen the Guineas should be 
a penalty kick for him.” 

However, unlike Newbury, he is 
not expected to have a pacesetter. 
Picture Editor did the job on 
Saturday but Frankel had already 
stamped his authority on the race 
by halfway and Grimthorpe said 
they were unlikely to supplement 
a pacemaker.” 



Godolphin hope in 
double Classic blow 

DUBAI Prince has suffered a setback in training and 
will miss both the Qipco 2000 Guineas at 
Newmarket and the Investec Derby. 

One of the big hopes for Godolphin this season after 
winning both his starts at two for Dermot Weld, 
Dubai Prince has reportedly been diagnosed with a 
hairline fracture of his right ilial wing. 

Racing manager Simon Crisford said: “It is a big 
shame as he had been shaping up nicely this 
spring.” 

■ Richard Fahey has run out of time with Wootton 
Bassett and has ruled him out of the 2000 Guineas. 
Fahey admitted earlier this week he had been 
desperate to get another key piece of work into his 
colt, who had suffered a setback in his preparation 
earlier in the year. 

Wootton Bassett, who won all five starts as a two 
year old, holds an entry for the Irish 2000 Guineas 
on May 21 but could switch to the French version 
the previous week. 

■ Ed Dunlop is debating whether to supplement 
Dubai Duty Free Stakes runner-up Sharnberry for 
the Qipco 1000 Guineas on May 1. It will cost 
owners St Albans Bloodstock some £30,000 to add 
the filly to the Newmarket field, although she 
already has the French equivalent as an option. 
“Sharnberry is entered for Longchamp, but 
Kieren (Fallon) obviously thinks he will win his 
appeal as he has recommended we stay at home,” 
said Dunlop. 

Fallon was due to have his appeal against a 10-day 
suspension heard today (Friday). 

■ John Gosden is targeting the MBNA Chester Vase 
on May 5 for Nathaniel after his victory at Haydock 
on Saturday. 

The Galileo colt had finished a half-length second to 
Frankel on his debut and was then beaten a short 
head by Picture Editor on his two starts last year. 
Stepped up to mile and a half in a three-runner 
maiden on Merseyside, Gosden’s Derby entry was 
not hard pressed in opening his account. 

“He’s done everything fine,” said Gosden. 

“He’s comfortable at a mile and a half.” 

■ Helleborine has been all but ruled out of a crack 
at the 1000 Guineas on the Rowley Mile a week on 
Sunday after the Prix Impudence winner was 
beaten on her comeback.
